Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Malacblescen^a is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of children for sexual purposes. 

The publication contains a German/Italian feature that was made in 1977 and extra 
material including a bonus scene, the opening and closing credits and promotional material 
for the film. The feature is a psychological thriller about two children and a young man. 
There is a sustained focus upon the two children's nudity, including during simulated 
sexual activity. Many of the still images in the bonus material contain similar material, 
including several in which one of the children mimics adult sexual poses. The publication 
normalises the idea of children being regarded as sexual objects by adults, by presenting 
them in such a manner. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is 
an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under 
s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be 
objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of 
expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the availability 
of publications that tend to promote and support the exploitation of children for sexual 
purposes. 
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
